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US lawmakers seek delay in lifting 
military gay ban 


Obama honors Afghan 
war hero marine 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican lawmakers in the 
House of Representatives are 
calling for a delay in lifting the 
ban on gays serving openly in 
the US military, saying new 
rules have not yet been made 
available. 

A letter to Defense Secre¬ 
tary Leon Panetta from House 
Armed Services Committee 
chair Buck McKeon and Joe 
Wilson, who chairs a subcom¬ 
mittee, said President Barack 
Obama's administration has 
failed to provide details about 
the new regulations that repeal 
the former "Don't Ask, Don't 
Tell" policy. 

"Committee officials have 
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requested, but not received, 
copies of the revised regula¬ 
tions and a summary of all the 
specific policy changes, espe¬ 
cially with regard to benefits, 
that will take effect upon re¬ 
peal," the letter said. 

This "leads us to conclude 
that decisions on the policies 
and regulations to implement 
repeal are not complete and 
that your certification and 
those of the others were inac¬ 
curate," the two lawmakers 
said in the letter dated Septem¬ 
ber 12, eight days before the 
new policy takes effect. 

They noted that Panetta and 
Admiral Mike Mullen, the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, had certified on July 22 
that the Department of De¬ 
fense had prepared the neces¬ 
sary policies and regulations to 
repeal the ban. 

"Don't Ask, Don't Tell" re¬ 
quired gay troops to keep quiet 
about their sexual orientation 
or face expulsion from the 
forces. An estimated 14,000 
service members have been 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NATO and Afghan forces have 
captured at least two suspects 
linked to a dramatic Taliban 
assault on the US embassy and 
NATO headquarters in Kabul, 
US military officials said 
Thursday. 

A Taliban suspect and a 
member of the Pakistan-based 
Haqqani network were held on 
Wednesday a day after the at¬ 
tacks in the Afghan capital 
which left 15 dead, the Penta¬ 
gon said, quoting ISAF re¬ 
ports. 

The Taliban suspect "and 
his associates are linked to 
multiple attacks against 
Afghan and coalition forces, 
including the September 13 at- 


kicked out of the military 
under the rule. 

Amid a fierce political de¬ 
bate, the ban was overturned 
in a law adopted in December 
that first required the top mili¬ 
tary officer, the defense secre¬ 
tary and the president to 
certify that the change would 
not harm military readiness 
and that the armed forces were 
ready to carry it out. 

In the interim, the Pentagon 
has drawn up new manuals 
and prepared the entire armed 
forces, some 2.3 million peo¬ 
ple who serve as both active 
troops and reservists, for the 
new policy. 

But the letter said the ac¬ 
tions are not yet complete for 
the September 20 implementa¬ 
tion. 

"Since it is evident that the 
department does not have 
final, approved polices in 
place, we believe it is essential 
that you take immediate action 
to delay the implementation of 
repeal," the two congressmen 
said.

The Taliban suspect had 
also planned vehicle-bomb at¬ 
tacks and was captured in 
Afghanistan's Paktiya

The brazen assault raged 
for 19 hours amid a hail of 
rockets, grenades and suicide 
blasts as Afghan and foreign 
troops battled insurgents. 

The standoff ended when 
troops finally killed the two 
last insurgents who had held 
out overnight in a high-rise 
building under construction 
just a few hundred metres 
from the heavily guarded US 
embassy. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
Thursday awarded a fearless 
US Marine, who five times 
defied a Taliban firestorm to 
save 36 ambushed men, with 
America's highest military 
decoration, the Medal of 
Honor. 

Former marine sergeant 
Dakota Meyer, 23, and a 
comrade Juan Rodriguez- 
Chavez, defied orders and re¬ 
peatedly drove into a village 
despite a blizzard of enemy 
fire, to rescue Afghan troops 
and their American trainers 
after a deadly ambush in 
northeastern Afghanistan. 

Obama told how Meyer, 
despite machine gun fire, bul¬ 
lets, grenades and mortars, 
loaded up injured and trapped 
Afghans into his vehicle and 
took them to safety, returning 
to the line of fire no less than 
five times. 

On his last journey into 
the inferno in the battle in 
September 2009, he found 
four fallen US comrades. 

"Bullets kicking up the 
dirt, he kept going until he 
found those four Americans 
laying together as one team," 
Obama said. "Through all 
those bullets, all the smoke, 
all the chaos, he carried them 


out one by one." "In Sergeant 
Dakota Meyer, we see the 
best of a generation that has 
served with distinction 
through a decade in war," 
Obama said. 

Meyer, a corporal at the 
time of the action who was 
wounded in the arm by shrap¬ 
nel, has said he was a failure 
as his four marine comrades 
were killed in the ambush. 

But Obama looked the 
marine in the eye during the 
ceremony and said: "As your 
commander-in-chief ana on 
behalf of everyone here today 
and all Americans, I want you 
to know it is quite the oppo¬ 
site." "You (fid your duty. 
Above and beyond." 

"Because of your honor, 
36 men are alive today, be¬ 
cause of your courage four 
fallen American heroes came 
home." 

In an interview with NBC 
News, Meyer, who now 
works on a construction site 
and is in the Marine Reserve, 
denied he was a hero. 

"I'm the furthest thing 
from a hero," he said. "Every 
man and woman who serves 
is a hero," Meyer said, adding 
that he would accept the 
award on behalf of his com¬ 
rades who died.

Government must decide how to 
proceed on Gas Exploration 



ORANJESTAD - For the 
past two years the Minister of 
Finance, Mike De Meza, has 
been actively involved in the 
planning phase of the busi¬ 
ness of gas exploration in 
Aruba’s territorial waters. 
The planning has progressed 
satisfactorily. In the context 
of all that has transpired thus 
far, it was decided to make a 
visual presentation of all the 
work conducted thus far and 
present this to the Aruba Par¬ 
liament. 

De Meza explained that it 
was always the intention of 
the government to explore 
the possibility of finding gas 
in Aruba’s territorial waters. 
Especially in view of the re¬ 
cent large natural gas reserve 
discovered in Venezuelan wa¬ 
ters which happens to be very 
close to Aruba’s territory, it 
became obvious that there 
may be natural gas in Aruba 
waters as well. The Venezue¬ 
lan find raised the interest in 
exploring gas in Aruba wa¬ 
ters even greater. 

In view of the above per¬ 
spective three big companies 
approached the Aruba gov¬ 
ernment, namely: Heritage of 
England, Repsol of Spain, 
and Northern Petroleum of 
the United States. The inter¬ 
est of these companies is to 
explore petroleum or natural 
gas. 

The government met, back 
some years ago, with the di¬ 


rector of CAP, Armando 
Curet to ascertain how they 
should move forward on this 
matter. A special commission 
of local experts was formed 
with the utility companies 
and CAP along with Dutch 
and English experts led by a 
British advisor. Their task 
was to study the information 
collected and to dialogue 
with the interested compa¬ 
nies. 

After many meetings and 
discussions, the commission 
arrived at an advice, which 
they presented, to the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba. In the interest 


of transparency, Minister De 
Meza considered it prudent to 
have the information pre¬ 
sented to him be relayed to 
Parliament by those who 
were directly involved in the 
process. Hence, it was de¬ 
cided to do a visual presenta¬ 
tion of the findings to 
Parliament. 

CAP made said presenta¬ 
tion to Parliament with the 
assistance of European ex¬ 
perts from the Fugro Devel¬ 
opment & Production com¬ 
pany.

APA N.V. and the 
University of Aruba 
form partnership to 
economic development 


ORANJESTAD - Aruba Ports 
Authority and the Faculty of 
Tourism & International 
Busines of the University of 
Aruba have formed a union 
aimed at assessing and sup¬ 
porting the impor- tance of the 
Oranjestad port for the Aruban 
economy by conducting mar¬ 
ket analyses to createa data¬ 
base which will be made 
available in a comprehensible 
and actionable form. 

Both institutions will work- 
closely together to organize a 
yearly conference which will 
focus on local, regional and in¬ 
ternational perspectives of the 
port industry, periodical eco¬ 
nomic impact studies and re¬ 
search projects around the 
development, operations and- 
marketing of the port and re¬ 
lated services. 

During the months of Sep 
tember,October and November 
of 2011 University students 
will be conducting research on 
the calculation of the generated 
economic impact (direct and 
indirect) for Aruba.

New report on Alzheimer's disease points 
to need for early intervention 


NEW YORK/LONDON - 
Early-stage Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease interventions could be 
more effective if started even 
earlier, according to a new re¬ 
port on the condition published 
by Alzheimer's Disease Inter¬ 
national (ADI), the interna¬ 
tional federation of 76 
Alzheimer associations world¬ 
wide that acts as rapporteur to 
the World Health Organization 
(WHO). 

The World Alzheimer Re¬ 
port 2011 'The Benefits of 
Early Diagnosis and Interven¬ 
tion' seeks to encourage go¬ 
vernments to promote early 
detection among physicians 
and health care professionals 
of dementia.. 

The researchers working on 
the report, led by a team from 
the Institute of Psychiatry at 
King's College London, were 
commissioned by ADI to un¬ 
dertake the research. This is 
the first time a body of work 
has brought together a compre¬ 
hensive review of all evidence 
on early diagnosis and early in¬ 
tervention for dementia. 

At the moment there exists 
a 'treatment gap', as the majo¬ 
rity of patients are diagnosed 
late in the game, meaning a 
significant amount of treat¬ 
ment time has been lost al¬ 
ready. This greatly impedes 
their access to valuable infor¬ 
mation, treatment, care and 
support. There are also signifi¬ 
cant knock-on effects for fa¬ 
milies, carers, communities 
and health professionals. 

Lead author of the report, 


Professor Martin Prince from 
King's College, comments: 
'There is no single way to close 
the treatment gap worldwide. 
What is clear is that every 
country needs a national de¬ 
mentia strategy that promotes 
early diagnosis and a conti¬ 
nuum of care thereafter. Pri¬ 
mary care services, specialist 
diagnostic and treatment cen¬ 
ters and community-based 
services all have a part to play, 
but to differing degrees de¬ 
pending upon resources.' 

The report finds that as 
many as three-quarters of the 
estimated 36 million people 
worldwide living with demen¬ 
tia have not been diagnosed 
and are therefore not benefit¬ 
ing from treatment. In high-in- 
come countries, only 20 % to 
50 % of dementia cases are 
recognised and documented in 
primary care, and in low- and 
middle-income countries, this 
proportion is thought to be as 
low as 10 %. 

But why does dementia 
keep falling under the radar? 
The researchers believe that 
failure to diagnose the condi¬ 
tion can stem from the false 
belief that dementia is a nor¬ 
mal or natural part of ageing 
and that nothing can be done to 
reverse the process. However, 
these new findings focus on 
the interventions that can in 
fact make a difference, mean¬ 
ing it is never too early to start 
proper treatment, as it is most 
effective in the first stages of 
the illness. 

The report describes how 


drugs and psychological inter¬ 
ventions for people with early- 
stage dementia can improve 
cognition, independence, and 
quality of life, while support 
and counselling for carers can 
improve mood, reduce strain 
and delay the institutionalisa¬ 
tion of people with dementia. 

'Failure to diagnose 
Alzheimer's in a timely man¬ 
ner represents a tragic missed 
opportunity to improve the 
quality of life for millions of 
people,' says ADI Chairwoman 
Dr. Daisy Acosta. 'It only adds 
to an already massive global 
health, social, and fiscal chal¬ 
lenge.' 

The ADI believes every 
country should have a national 
Alzheimer's and dementia 
strategy that emphasises the 
importance of early diagnosis 
and intervention. 

Alzheimer's disease is the 
most common cause of demen¬ 
tia. According to figures from 
ADI, the number of people 
with dementia is forecast to 
nearly double every 20 years - 
from 36 million in 2010 to 115 
million in 2050 - meaning the 
need for early intervention has 
never been greater.

Qantas in "workMirsf tablet 
trial 




(AFP) — Passengers on Qan¬ 
tas will be the first in the 
world to have in-flight enter¬ 
tainment streamed wirelessly 
to tablet devices in a trial an¬ 
nounced by the Australian 
airline Thursday. 

To be rolled out from the 
end of next month on one 
Boeing 767-300 flying do¬ 
mestic routes, the six-week 
test will see Qantas's current 
entertainment programme 
broadcast to a tablet supplied 
by the airline. 

The brand of tablet is yet 
to be confirmed, but Qantas 
said Apple's popular iPad was 
among the models being con¬ 
sidered. 

"Q Streaming" will be 
made available to passengers 
for viewing on their own 
tablet, laptop or smartphone 
later in the trial and would be 
a key part of the scheme if ul¬ 
timately adopted, Qantas 
said. 

"We are very pleased to 
be the first airline in the 
world to trial this wireless 
streaming product," said Ali¬ 
son Webster, the airline's cus¬ 
tomer experience manager. 

It will be assessed for 
wider roll-out both domesti¬ 
cally and internationally once 
the trial is complete, she 
added, with supplied tablets 
to be specially configured not 
to work outside the aircraft if 
stolen. 

The plan could also see a 
"play-back" option to allow 
passengers who did not finish 


watching a programme on 
their own device before land¬ 
ing to complete their view¬ 
ing, even after leaving the 
aircraft, Webster told the 
AAP news wire. 

Replacing seat-back en¬ 
tertainment systems with 
tablets offered significant 


fuel efficiencies due to the 
weight saving, she added — 
an important consideration as 
fuel prices rocket and Aus¬ 
tralia debates a pollution tax. 

"We are all focused on 
fuel bum being environmen¬ 
tally friendly and we have 
huge commitments to sus¬ 
tainability targets," Webster 
said. 

American Airlines has 
launched a similar pro¬ 
gramme with Samsung's 
Galaxy tablet for first and 
business class domestic pas¬ 
sengers, but content is pre- 
loaded rather than streamed 
direct. 

Budget Qantas offshoot 
Jetstar already offers iPads 
for rent on some of its flights. 


Hitachi unveils headset 
to study brain activity 


(AFP photo)—A Japanese re¬ 
search team on Wednesday 
unveiled a headset they say 
can measure activity in the 
brain and could be used to 
improve performance in the 
classroom or on the sports 
field.

Exploring the brain activ¬ 
ity of, for example, football 
players to determine under 
which conditions they per¬ 
form well could also help im¬ 
prove whole team 
performance, Kawashima 
said.

Hungary plant to pay 500- 
million-euro fine over toxic 
mud 


BUDAPEST (AFP) - Hun¬ 
gary's government an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it had 
slapped a 500-million-euro 
fine on the alumina plant 
MAL Zrt for causing a mas¬ 
sive toxic sludge spill almost 
a year ago that killed 10. 

"MAL Zrt will be obliged 
to pay a fine of over 135 bil¬ 
lion forints (500 million 
euros, $684 million) for the 
environmental harm caused 
during the operation of the 
red mud reservoir," the gov¬ 
ernment said on its website. 

The height of the fine was 
decided based on the vol- 


(AFP) — Researchers in Aus¬ 
tralia have discovered that 
dolphin colonies living 
around Melbourne are a 
species unlike any other in 
the world, they revealed on 
Thursday. 

The dolphins that frolic in 
Port Phillip Bay and the 
Gippsland Lakes, numbering 
around 150, were originally 
thought to be one of the two 
recognised bottlenose species. 

But Monash University 
PhD researcher Kate Charl- 
ton-Robb found they were 
different by comparing 
skulls, DNA and physical 
traits with specimens dating 
back to the early 1900s. 

She has named them Tur-

GE to invest $1 billion in 
cancer research 



NEW YORK (AFP) - US in¬ 
dustrial conglomerate General 
Electric said on Thursday that 
it would invest $1 billion in 
cancer research over the next 
five years. 

GE chief executive Jeff Im- 
melt and several venture capi¬ 
tal partners launched the 
initiative, which will be aimed 
at improving diagnostic tech¬ 
niques for breast cancer, the 
company said in a statement. 

The investment will go to¬ 


ward research and develop¬ 
ment into technologies and so¬ 
lutions for cancer detection 
and treatment, beginning with 
breast cancer, GE said. 

GE and its partners also an¬ 
nounced a $100 million 
’’global open innovation chal¬ 
lenge" to provide grants to re¬ 
searchers who develop 
promising early-detection 
techniques. 

The contest will focus on 
triple negative breast cancer, a 


particularly aggressive kind of 
breast cancer which is less re¬ 
sponsive to standard treat¬ 
ments than other forms of the 
disease. 

The winners will be an¬ 
nounced in the first quarter of 
2012 after selection by a jury 
that includes top cancer scien¬ 
tists as well as representatives 
of GE and its financial part¬ 
ners, the company said. 

"We envision a day when 
cancer is no longer a deadly 
disease," Immelt said in the 
statement. 

"When you add our cutting 
edge cancer detection tech¬ 
nologies to the innovative 
ideas of our new partners, it’s a 
powerful formula for tackling 
cancer and helping doctors and 
researchers improve care." 

GE’s partners in the initia¬ 
tive include top venture-capital 
firm Kleiner Perkins Caufield 
& Byers as well as Venrock, 
Mohr Davidow and MPM 
Capital.

S.African primary 
school injects girls 
with contraceptive 



JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - A 
primary school in the South 
African city of Port Elizabeth 
has given girls a contraceptive 
injection to prevent early preg¬ 
nancies, a spokesman said 
Thursday, infuriating parents. 

A spokesman for the 
provincial health department 
said 18 girls at the Emzomn- 
cane primary school were in¬ 
volved in a programme meant 
to educate students about the 
dangers of early pregnancy. 

"Three kids were under the 
age of 12," he said, adding that 
all the girls given the contra¬ 
ceptive were already sexually 
active. 

They were treated by a 


family planning pro¬ 
gramme from a local hospi¬ 
tal, which the school had 
invited to speak with the 
students, he added. 

The Herald newspaper 
said parents had only been 
informed that their children 
would be taught about men¬ 
struation and birth control. 
"My concern is what ef¬ 
fect this will have on my 
daughter because she hasn't 
even started menstruating," 
said Nandipha Ngalo, whose 
11-year-old received an injec¬ 
tion. 

South African girls have a 
right to contraception without 
their parents' consent from age 
12, said Ann Skelton, of the 
Centre for Child Law at the 
University of Pretoria. 

The health ministry said in 
March that girls aged 12 to 17 
were most at risk of rape, in a 
country where the charity 
Doctors Without Borders says 
a women is violated every 26 
seconds.

Aruba’s Minister of Tourism, Transport and 
Labor, Otmar Oduber, was pleased to join 
the community of local fishermen at their 
Hadicurari Center next to the Marriott Surf 
Club on Wednesday evening, September 14, 
for the “groundbreaking” of improvements 
to the facility. 

President of Centro di Pisca Hadicurari, 
Nilky, Kock, invited Minister Oduber to be 
the first to take sledgehammer and chisel to 
the cement balustrade around the second 
floor terrace, which will be replaced by a sig¬ 
nificantly more attractive and modem glass 
barrier. 

Hadicurari is one of two hubs for local 
fisherman which service what Nilky esti¬ 
mates to be around 150 islanders who con¬ 
tinue to make their living by harvesting the 
Caribbean Sea’s bounty. Minister Oduber 
commended the fishermen for providing 
fresh, healthy food for island tables and 
maintaining this traditional profession down 
through the generations, thus keeping alive 
an important aspect of Amban culture. Nilky 
asserts that quite a few more still fish on 
weekends, holidays, and during tournaments, 
and that at least half the working fishermen 
continue to use the traditional and pictu¬ 
resque small wooden boats seen moored at 
Oranjestad Harbor or the Hadicurari pier. 

Improvements to the clubhouse are ex¬ 
pected to be completed by the end of the 
year. The complete renovation sponsored by 
the government of the piers at Spans Lagoen, 
which will provide storage sheds, proper 
docks, a kitchen and social center, was begun 
over a month ago, and this project should be 
done around the same time.

Energy body ends strategic 
oil reserves release 



PARIS (AFP) - The IEA said 
on Thursday that it ended its 
release of oil from strategic re¬ 
serves begun in June to com¬ 
pensate for a cut in supplies 
from Libya, just days after 
forecasting resumed produc¬ 
tion in the country. 

The International Energy 
Agency said its 28-member 
countries "concluded that the 
interrupted Libyan supplies 
have been successfully ad¬ 
dressed by a combination of 
the IEA collective action and 
increased production from 
producer countries," the body 
said in a statement. 

The IEA, which represents 
the major oil consuming na¬ 
tions, launched the collective 
drawdown on June 23 as the 
loss of the 1.6 million barrels 
per day of Libyan oil produc¬ 
tion had begun to affect the 
markets. 

The price of North Sea 
Brent quality crude had ranged 
between $105 and $120 per 
barrel since May, with the 
June announcement of the 
IEA releasing stocks causing a 
plunge by about $10 dollars a 
barrel that soon evaporated. 

On Thursday, Brent North 
Sea crude for delivery in Oc¬ 
tober jumped $2.78 to $115.18 
a barrel in late London deals 
after the IEA said it was halt¬ 
ing the stocks release. New 
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York’s main contract, light 
sweet crude for delivery in 
October, climbed 75 cents to 
$89.66. 

The IEA also noted the end 
to the collective action, which 
was renewable every thirty 
days, comes "against a back¬ 
drop now of weakening ex¬ 
pectations for global oil 
demand growth." 

But while the IEA and 
OPEC cartel have both 
trimmed their forecasts for 
growth in oil demand, US 
banking titan Goldman Sachs 
said Thursday that crude 
should hit about $130 a barrel 
within a year as strong Asian 
demand offsets an economic 
slowdown in the West. 

In the IEA action member 
countries agreed to make 
available to the market 60 mil¬ 
lion barrels of crude oil and oil 
products, of which 38 million 
barrels were released from 
government stocks and 22 
million barrels via relaxation 
of obligatory stock rules on 
private companies. 

The agency said uptake 


from public stocks had been 
97 percent compared to 73 
percent during the last collec¬ 
tive IEA action in 2005 and 
that member countries will ex¬ 
ercise flexibility in re-estab¬ 
lishing their emergency stock 
levels through 2011 and 2012. 

The IEA noted that the col¬ 
lective action required none of 
the involved IEA countries to 
go below the 90-day reserve 
requirement. 

In its monthly review of the 
oil market released on Tues¬ 
day, the IEA said Libya could 
recover a quarter of the oil 
production by the end of the 
year and two-thirds by the end 
of next year. 

But the agency said that the 
view of many in the oil indus¬ 
try was that a return to the pre- 
conflict production level of 
1.6 million barrels a day could 
take two to three years. 

"Indeed the twin challenges 
of creating political stability 
and security on the ground... 
are formidable," the IEA said. 

In the review, the agency 
revised its expectations of 
crude production capacity 
from zero to between 350,000 
and 400,000 barrels per day by 
the end of 2011, rising to 1.1 
mbd by the fourth quarter of 
2012. 

This differed with far more 
ambitious projections of 
500,000 barrels a day by mid- 
September and 1.6 mbd in a 
year were made by the the 
state run Arabian Gulf Oil 
Company, based in Benghazi. 

To the IEA, security and in¬ 
frastructure remain key chal¬ 
lenges that limit any real 
ability to forecast a return to 
pre-conflict levels of produc¬ 
tion.

Wbrld's central banks join forces on debt crisis 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Leading 
central banks leapt into action 
Thursday to inject dollars into 
banks threatened by the euro¬ 
zone's debt mountain as EU fi¬ 
nance ministers gathered for 
key talks to resolve the crisis. 

The damage caused by the 
eurozone's debt saga was laid 
bare by a European Commis¬ 
sion economic forecast show¬ 
ing that growth in the 
17-nation single currency area 
will nearly grind to a halt by 
the end of the year. 

In Frankfurt, the European 
Central Bank, along with its 
US, Japanese, Swiss and 
British counterparts, an¬ 
nounced they would act in 
concert to inject extra dollar 


liquidity into banks facing a 
shortage of the US currency. 

The announcement sparked 
a European stock market rally, 
with bank shares rebounding 
after falling in recent days as 
their usual sources of dollars 
dried up on concerns they 
might be hit by a Greek debt 
default. 

The ECB said the central 
banks will "conduct three US 
dollar liquidity-providing op¬ 
erations with a maturity of ap¬ 
proximately three months 
covering the end of the year" - 
- instead of the usual seven- 
day operations. 

Back in Brussels, EU Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs Commissioner 
Olli Rehn said the economy 


was set to come to a "virtual 
standstill" in the second half of 
the year, but he assured that 
Europe would avoid another 
recession. 

Although the growth fore¬ 
cast for 2011 remained at 1.6 
percent, it will slow to 0.2 per¬ 
cent in the third quarter and a 
mere 0.1 percent in the final 


three months of the year, 
worse than previously thought. 

The European Commission 
said weakening global demand 
and trade over the summer, 
and signs that the recovery lost 
steam in the United States, 
also contributed to Europe's 
economic slowdown.

New book details 
Cuba-US espionage

BRASILIA (AFP) - A new 
book detailing the acts of spies 
waging the clandestine strug¬ 
gle between Cuba and the 
United States in the 1990s is 
about to get its English-lan¬ 
guage release after finding 
success in Brazil. 

’’The Last Cold War Sol¬ 
diers,” by author and journalist 
Fernando Morais, is peopled 
with unlikely real-life charac¬ 
ters who engaged in behind- 
the-scenes intrigue involving 
Washington, Havana and the 
Cuban exiles based in Miami 
and determined to undermine 
the regime of then-leader Fidel 
Castro. 

Among them is Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez, Colombia’s 
bestselling writer who served 
as a messenger for Castro; an 
anti-Castro saboteur who

dreamed of being Sylvester 
Stallone as he set off bombs in 
Cuba, where he is now jailed; 
and 14 Cuban secret agents 
who spied on the Miami exiles 
for eight years before being ar¬ 
rested by the FBI in 1998. 

"As soon as the Cuban 
agents were arrested in the 
United States in 1998 I wanted 
to do a book,” Morais told 
AFP. 

After 10 years of negotiat¬ 
ing access to classified Cuban 
documents, Morais released 
his book in Brazil last month. 
Since then, 20,000 copies have 
been sold. 

US and Mexican publishers 
are about to release the Eng¬ 
lish and Spanish versions of 
the book, and movie rights 
have been sold for a US- 
Brazilian co-production. 


TORONTO (AFP) - Private 
financing is leading a boom in 
documentaries — as evidenced 
by the record number screened 
at the 36th Toronto Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival, wrapping 
up on Sunday. 

A growing number of film¬ 
makers have also been drawn 
to the genre’s low production 
costs (usually less than 
$500,000 to make a documen¬ 
tary) and freedom from studio 
oversight, organizers said. 

"We've seen this sector 
grow more and more every 
year,” said Thom Powers, lead 
documentary programmer at 
the festival, which opened for 
the first time ever this year 
with a documentary, about 
Irish rock bank U2. 

From September 8 to 18, 
the Toronto film festival — the 
largest in North America — 
will have screened 268 feature 
films, including 30 documen¬ 
taries. 

"For a long time broadcast¬ 
ers were the main source of fi¬ 
nancing (for documentaries) 
but now filmmakers are at¬ 
tracting private investment 
money,” said Powers. 


Others, like New York di¬ 
rector Gary Hustwit's "Urban¬ 
ized,” which premiered at the 
Toronto film festival, some are 
raising money "directly from 
the Internet” by appealing to 
audiences and asking them 
what they want to see. 

Powers calls it "crowd 
funding.” 

Websites such as Kick- 
starter, com and 

Indiegogo.com are among 
some of the websites facilitat¬ 
ing such direct fundraising. 

"It's an important growth 
area for filmmakers to raise 
money,” he said. "It's a very 
exciting new trend that means 
filmmakers no longer have to 
go through (studios or broad¬ 
casters), the gatekeepers of 
money.” 

Also, with documentaries 
"you can target a specific au¬ 
dience, for example, with 'Ur¬ 
banized' they targeted people 
who are passionate about 
urban planning, architecture 
and design.” 

Hustwit, who previously 
profiled the makers of graph¬ 
ics and household objects in 
"Helvetica” (2007) and ”Ob- 



LONDON (AFP) - The fam¬ 
ily of Amy Winehouse on 
Wednesday launched a foun¬ 
dation to help vulnerable 
young people on what would 
have been the British soul 
star's 28th birthday. 

Almost two months after 
the "Rehab” singer was found 
dead in her London home fol¬ 
lowing a lengthy battle with 
alcohol and drugs, her parents 
unveiled the project. 

It coincided with Wine- 
house's first posthumous re¬ 
lease, a duet with American 
singer Tony Bennett called 
"Body and Soul”, with pro¬ 
ceeds from its sale providing 
an early financial boost to the 
foundation. 


"We want to give money to 
projects that make a direct 
difference,” said the singer's 
mother Janis. 

"It is a source of great 
comfort to know that Amy 
would be proud of this and 
right behind it.” 

The Amy Winehouse 
Foundation aims to help 
young people in Britain and 
abroad who need support be¬ 
cause of addiction, ill health, 
disability or financial disad¬ 
vantage, according to its web¬ 
site. 

"It seemed appropriate that 
the focus of our work should 
be with young people,” said 
her father Mitch Winehouse. 

"Amy touched millions 


throughout the world and I 
know she will continue to, 
through the foundation.” 

Toxicology tests found no 
evidence of any illegal sub¬ 
stances in her body, according 
to her family. Her father be¬ 
lieves bouts of heavy drink¬ 
ing followed by short-lived 
attempts to give up alcohol 
may have prompted a fatal 


seizure. 

A full inquest is due to be 
held on October 26. 

Winehouse rocketed to 
fame after winning five 
Grammy awards off the back 
of her 2006 second album 
"Back to Black” and fa¬ 
mously sang about her refusal 
to seek treatment for her ad¬ 
diction in "Rehab”.

The film festival opened 
last week with a documentary 
on the Irish rock band U2's 
dizzying rise to superstardom 
and near break-up, "From The 
Sky Down.” It was directed by 
Davis Guggenheim, who won 
an Oscar in 2007 for "An In¬ 
convenient Truth,” a docu¬ 
mentary on climate change 
featuring former US vice pres¬ 
ident A1 Gore. 

Since then, documentaries 
have actually outpaced their 
fictional counterparts at the 
festival box office, one on one. 
(Toronto is coincidentally also 
host to one of the world's 
largest documentary film fes¬ 
tivals, HotDocs). 

Other films at the Toronto 
International Film Festival 
this year are documentaries 
about Neil Young and Pearl 
Jam; the history of film (Mark 
Cousin's "The Story of Film: 
An Odyssey”); water woes 
(Jessica Yu's "Last Call at the 
Oasis”); the Maldives' fight 
against climate change ("The 
Island President”); problems 
caused by new technologies 
("Surviving Progress”); the 
fallout of Egyptian president 
Hosni Mubarak's downfall 
("Tahir 2011”); the death 
penalty ("Into the Abyss”);

erer to cope with the short 
preparation time.

France, runners-up last 
year, are hoping to follow on 
from their 5-0 whitewash 
over Spain in last year's 
World Group quarter-finals. 

US Open runner-up Nadal 
and Gasquet have played 
nine times but the 15th- 
ranked Frenchman has never 
come out on top against the 
world number two. 

Fifth-ranked Ferrer takes 
on Simon, ranked 11, in Fri¬ 


day's second rubber. 

"I will not be 100 percent 
to play my best on the clay 
court, but I hope I will have 
enough," said Nadal, who 
lost a four-set epic title match 
to Novak Djokovic at the US 
Open on Monday. 

Djokovic's participation in 
the opening rubber of the 
Davis Cup semi-final against 
Argentina on Friday has been 
thrown into doubt as the Ser¬ 
bian star arrives home just 
days after lifting the US 
Open title. 

The world number one 
was drawn on Thursday to 
take on 74th-ranked David 
Nalbandian in the opening 
match here. But the 24-year- 
old will arrive in Belgrade on 
Thursday just three days after 
claiming the US Open crown. 

"Novak arrives today and 
we'll see at what point he will 
be ready to play," teammate 
Viktor Troicki said.

FONDON (AFP) - England 
captain Alastair Cook is hop¬ 
ing to complete a miserable 
tour for India today by wrap¬ 
ping up a 3-0 one-day series 
victory over the tourists. 

India are yet to taste vic¬ 
tory over England this sum¬ 
mer, having been 
whitewashed 4-0 in the Test 
series and trailing 2-0 ahead 
of Friday's final one-dayer in 
Cardiff. 

However India came ago¬ 
nisingly close to pipping 
England at Ford's last week¬ 
end, and Cook remains wary 
of the threat posed by the 
wounded tourists heading 
into the match. 

"The last two games have 
been very close, and have 
shown what a talented side

India are," Cook said. 

"We're going to have to 
play at the top of our game to 
try to win, and finish the 
summer on a high as a one- 
day team."

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Owners, players seek 
support as time ticks 
away 



LAS VEGAS (AFP) - NBA 
club owners and players met 
in separate sessions with their 
constituencies on Thursday to 
explain the state of talks as an 
ongoing lockout reached its 
76th day with no deal in 
sight. 

Players gathered in Las 
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Vegas, where NFL Players 
Association executive direc¬ 
tor DeMaurice Smith met 
with NBA talent. Smith rep¬ 
resented players in talks with 
the NFL in a lockout that 
ended in July after 4 1/2 
months. 

Team owners met in Dal¬ 
las amid reports by ESPN 
and Sports Illustrated that 
there are deep divides among 
them, in part after Sports Il¬ 
lustrated published an e-mail 
from union president Derek 
Fisher to players on its web¬ 
site. 

Owners imposed the shut¬ 
down 2 1/2 months ago after 
being unable to sign a new 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment with players. They seek 
a tight salary cap to promote 
parity and cut expenses, say¬ 
ing only eight of 30 teams 
make money. 

The latest negotiating ses¬ 
sion ended Tuesday with no 
optimism from either side, 
NBA players union executive 
director Billy Hunter saying 
players should be ready to 
miss as much as half of the 
scheduled upcoming season. 

Time is running out on 
staging the season openers on 
November 1 as planned. 
Training camps are due to 
open October 3 with pre-sea- 
son games to begin a week 
later. 

Los Angeles Lakers vet¬ 
eran Fisher's e-mail asked 
players for patience and sup¬ 
port and hinted at divides 
among club owners stem¬ 
ming from talks last Tuesday. 

"What actually happened 
in those meetings was discus¬ 
sion, brainstorming and a 
sharing of options by both 
sides," Fisher said. 

"The turning point this 
past Tuesday was not a dis¬ 
agreement between the play¬ 
ers and the owners. It was 
actually a fundamental divide 
between the owners inter¬ 
nally. They could not agree 
with each other on specific 
points of the deal and there¬ 
fore it caused conflict within 
the league and its owners." 

Players made a pitch to 
see their share of basketball- 
related revenues, about $4.1 
billion, drop from 57 percent 
in the old deal to 52 or 53 
percent in a new contract. 

Owners were considering 
budging from a salary freeze 
to link future income to NBA 
revenue growth and keep cur¬ 
rent salaries without give- 
backs, but some club owners 
did not want to make those 
concessions, ESPN reported. 



Chan soars at Macau Open with 
last-gasp eagle 



MACAU (AFP) - Taiwan's 
Chan Yih-shin carded an 
eagle at the last hole to card a 
five-under-par 66 for a share 
of the first round lead at the 
Macau Open on Thursday. 

Chan, seeking his second 


Asian Tour win, was 
tied overnight at the 
Macau Golf and 
Country Club with 
Anthony Kang of the 
United States, 
Rikard Karlberg of 
Sweden and English¬ 
man Nick Redfem. 

Taiwanese veteran 
Wang Ter-chang, 
who won the 2005 
tournament, rolled 
back the years to start 
the $750,000 event 
with a round of 67. 

Chan eagled the 
par five 18th after 
landing a 230-yard 
four-iron approach 
shot 20 feet from the 
pin. 

"I didn't expect to 
eagle the last hole. I hit a 
good drive and attacked the 
green and knew I needed to 
get my putt as close to the 
hole as possible but it went in 
instead which was a bonus," 


said the 34-year-old. 

Chan currently lies 64th in 
the tour Order of Merit but 
said his confidence was 
growing and he hoped to put 
a difficult year behind him. 

Korean-American Kang, 
38, has also endured a poor 
year, missing 20 out of 27 
cuts, but his touch returned in 
Macau as he sank six birdies 
and hit all but four fairways. 

At the ripe old age of 49, 
Wang is playing some of his 
best golf, continuing his form 
from last week's Singapore 
Classic with a strong first 
round in Macau that featured 
four birdies in his last six 
holes. 

The Macau Open has been 
a regular fixture on the Asian 
Tour calendar and has previ¬ 
ously attracted some of the 
world's best players, includ¬ 
ing England's Lee Westwood, 
who won in 1999, and 2003 
victor Colin Montgomerie of 
Scotland.

Bin Hammam loses appeal over lifetime ban 


Argentine football legend 
Maradona 

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Former Argentina coach 
Diego Maradona is in hot 
water after he accused sacked 
successor Sergio Batista of 
accepting bribes to include 
certain players in the team, 
local media reports alleged 
Thursday. 

Batista was sacked after 
July's Copa America flop on 
home soil having only re¬ 
placed Maradona following 
the 2010 World Cup, which 
ended in a quarter-final 
thrashing by Germany. 

Batista had already been 
in the Argentine coaching set¬ 
up before taking over from 
Maradona as coach of the 
senior side having led the 
Olympic squad to glory at the 
2008 Games. 

He said he is taking legal 
action after Maradona, now 
coach of UAE club A1 Wasl, 
for telling TyC Sports broad¬ 
caster that "after we 
(Maradona and his en¬ 
tourage) took over the team 
there was an end to bribes". 

Maradona suggested that 
certain arrangements had 
been in place to giving cer¬ 
tain players guarantees before 
he stamped out the practice. 

Batista strongly rejected 
Maradona's allegations and 
said he would take legal ac¬ 
tion to counter Maradona's 
"falsehoods (which are) a 
product of resentment" at 
being ousted as national 
coach. 

Maradona meanwhile said 
he was still unhappy to have 
been relieved of his duties 
with the Albiceleste but "I 
have done my period of 
mourning and I am very 
happy in Dubai, trying to 
show that when they give you 
time you can do things well." 


ZURICH (AFP) - Ousted 
Asian football chief Mohamed 
bin Hammam on Thursday 
lost his appeal against a life¬ 
time ban from football, world 
governing body FIFA an¬ 
nounced. 

The Qatari was slapped 
with the ban in July after he 
was found guilty of trying to 
buy votes in the FIFA presi¬ 
dential race. 

He denied all the charges. 


"The appeal made by Mo¬ 
hammed bin Hammam has 
been rejected. The sanction of 
being banned from taking part 
in any kind of football-related 
activity (administrative, sports 
or any other) at national and 
international level for life has 
therefore been maintained," 
said a FIFA statement. 

Bin Hammam, 62, the for¬ 
mer head of the Asian Football 
Confederation (AFC) de¬ 


scribed the charges against 
him as "politically motivated". 

His suspension by FIFA 
over the bribery accusations 
led to his withdrawal from the 
world football body's leader¬ 
ship election, handing incum¬ 
bent president Sepp Blatter a 
fourth consecutive term in of¬ 
fice. 

The controversy high¬ 
lighted allegations of corrup¬ 
tion in FIFA and sparked calls 


for reform of its governance 
structure, which anti-graft 
watchdog Transparency Inter¬ 
national recently called 
"opaque." 

The vote-buying accusa¬ 
tions also raised questions 
over last year's controversial 
decision to award Qatar the 
right to host the 2022 World 
Cup, beating Australia, the 
United States, South Korea 
and Japan. 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - World 
record holder Usain Bolt has 
targeted a season's 100m best 
at today's final Diamond 
League meeting of 2011 to 
help ease a little of the linger¬ 
ing pain of his sensational 
world championships dis¬ 
qualification. 

Olympic champion Bolt, 
who saw compatriot Yohan 
Blake take his world title in 
Daegu last month after his in¬ 


famous false start, believes 
the Memorial meeting track 
in Brussels will encourage a 
fast time. 

"I really want this world 
year best and I feel good. I 
think I have it in me to run 
the fastest time of the year. 
The track in Brussels is sim¬ 
ply excellent", said Bolt, who 
has fellow Jamaican Asafa 
Powell’s season-best of 
9.78sec in his sights. 


Bolt, who still managed to 
win gold medals at the world 
championships in the 200m 
and 4x100m, arrived in Bel¬ 
gium straight from Zagreb 
where he ran 9.85sec on Tues¬ 
day, his best time of the season. 

"Whether I'm more nerv¬ 
ous at the start now? Not re¬ 
ally, but it does linger on in 
my mind a bit," he admitted. 

"As a professional, I have to 
leam to deal with such matters.
